Sir : 1 have the honor to make the following report from this 
department for the year ending December 81, 1870: 

I took charge of the -department on the 21st day of February, 
1870, relieving the former Adjutant General, George 15. Carsc. 

The duties devolving upon the Adjutant General are as follows, 
viz.: 

The organization of the militia : 

The supervision of the State Pris.m ; and 

The quarantine of the coast, and the care of the Capitol and 
public grounds. 

As no attempt had been made to organize the militia, the first 
step which I considered necessary - was to call the attention of 
those subject to militia duty to the 15th, 10th,and 17th sections 
of the militia laws, which I did by publishing in three of the offi- 
cial papers of the State, viz., the Tallahassee Sentinel, the Jack- 
sonville Union, and the Florida Weekly Express. I soon re- 
ceived applications for authority to raise companies, and we now 
have ninety-six volunteer companies organized, and some of them 
are very well drilled. 

The organization of regiments has been commenced, and twen- 
ty-three are partly organized. 

As there are so many that have authority to raise companies, 
but as yet have not the requisite number of men, it was thought 
best not- to complete the organizations for a few months, as it will 
be much better to have all of the companies belonging to the 
same regiments as near the same locality as possible. 

I annex a roster of the commissioned officers, with the number 
of enrolled militia; the General Orders and Circulars, the num- 
ber of arms and equipments on hand, and the whole amount of 
expenses incurred in this departmeut during the year. 



Adjutant Gknkral's Office, 

Tallahassee, Fla., April, 27, 1870. 

The attention of citizens of the State subject to military duty, 
is called to sections 15, 10, and 17, of "An act to provide for 
organizing an d disciplining the militia of the State," as follows : 

Section 15. Whenever a sufficient number of persons, by the' 
provisions of this act, citizens of any county of this State, sub- 
ject to military duty, desire to organize a volunteer company, 
the Adjutant General, upon due application of such persons, 
shall appoint, the Commander-in-chief approving, some suitable 
person, resident of the county, to open a book in which he shall 
enter the names of the persons so volunteering, and shall fix a 
time and place of meeting for the purpose of organization. 

Sec. 16. Whenever the names have been enrolled, the person 
so appointed shall report the fact, together with the names, to 
the Adjutant General, who shall report the same to the Com- 
mander-in-chief, and shall, in his discretion, recommend that offi- 
cers be appointed for such company. If the Legislature shall be 
in session, the Commander-in-chief shall nominate officers to the 
Senate for confirmation ; but if the Legislature shall not be in 
session, the Commander-in-chief may appoint officers, whose com- 
missions shall expire at the close of the next regular session, if 
they shall not have been confirmed by the Senate. When sucli 
men have been enrolled, and the officers appointed, in conformity 
with the provisions of this act, such company shall be registered 
in the office of the Adjutant General, as a company of the volun- 
teer militia of the State. 

Sec. 17. The volunteer companies shall be organized, armed, 
and equipped in the same manner as companies of the same arm 
of service in the army of the United States. 

The officers of each company, as soon as organized according 
to law, will be furnished with a copy of the Tactics and Regula- 
tions designated for the use of the State Militia.

mander-in-chief, through the proper military channels, the per- 
sons to fill the field and staff offices of the regiment. * 

Sec. 51. Any volunteer company mav, on its organization, 
adopt a distinctive name, but shall be known by a particular 
letter in the battalion or regiment to which it belongs. 

White and colored companies and regiments will be organ- 
ized separately, in the volunteer militia, the same as in the 
United States Army.

The following general rules are communicated for the guid- 
ance of the newly-organized brigade commands : 

1. The commander of a brigade will exercise a supervision 
over the affairs of the department under his control, similar to 
that exercised by commanding officers in the United States 
Army, in the administration of his department. For this pur- 
pose he will organize companies into regiments, and he may 
cause inspections to be made, and call for reports, returns, etc., 
at his discretion. 

2. All official correspondence with this office will be trans- 
mitted through him, and he is expected to decide all matters 
which properly come within his jurisdiction, or to make appro- 
priate remarks upon such as he deems right to forward. 

Should it become necessary for an inferior officer to commu- 
nicate directly with this office, he will immediately furnish a 
copy of his communication to his proper superiors. 

3. A brigade commander, intending to leave his command, 
will report in advance his intention, proposed length of ab- 
sence, and address, to this office.
